G-SR. 895(E).—^In exercise of the powers conlcr- 
red by sub-section (2) of section 37, read with sec¬ 
tion 12D of the Central Excises anrl Salt Act, J944 
(I Of J944), ihe Central Government, hereby makes 
the lollowing rules, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) lhe.se rule^

likely to make, significant contribuilon in 
formulation of standard mark of the- pro¬ 
ducts Of mass consumption;

fd) "Bureau’’ means (he Bureau of Ind.an Stai- 
dards constituted under the Bureau of I.idian 
Standards Act. 1986 (63 of 1986); 

(c) "Central Consumer Protection Council” 
means the Central Consumer Protection 
Council established under sub-section (1) 
of sec.ion 4 of the Consumer Protection 
Act.

3. Establishment of Consumer Welfare Fund.— 
There shall be established a Consumer Welfare Fund 
with the Central Government into which credits of 
amounts of diby and income from investment along 
with other monies specified in sub-section (2) of sec¬ 
tion 12C of the Central Excises and Salt Act. 1944 
(1 of 1944) shall be accredited : 

Provided that any amount having bcci ci edited to 
Ihe Fund is ordered or directed as payable to any 
claimant by orders of proper officer, appellate autho¬ 
rity or court, shall be paid frorh the Fund. 

4. Maintenance of Accounts and Reewds of Con¬ 
sumer Welfare Fund.—Proper and separate accounts 
in relation to the Consumer Welfare Fund shall Fie 
maiitained by the Central Government and shall be 
subject to audii by the Comptroller and Auditor Gene¬ 
ral of India. 

5. Constitution of the Committee.—(1) The Com¬ 
mittee constituied by the Central Government under 
Mib-rule (2). shall make recomfliendations for proper 
utilisation of the money credited to the Consumer 
Welfare Fund for the w^elfare of the consumers, to- 
carrv out the purposes of these rules.

may be made and make rccnnimendations, 
accordingly. 

(2) The Committee shall not consider an applica¬ 
tion, unless it has been inquired into, in material de¬ 
tails and recommended for consideration accordingly, 
by the Member-Secretary. 

8. Specification of Purposes for Utilization of credits 
available in Consumer Welfare Fund.—The Com¬ 
mittee! shall make recommendations .— 

(a) for making available grants to any applicant; 

(b) for making available grants recommended 
b|i the Bureau for activities relating to stan¬ 
dard marks, which may be considered es¬ 
sential by the Central Government, for the 
welfare of the consumers; 

(c) for investment of the money available in the 

Consumer Welfare Fund; 

(d) for making available grants, for reimburs'ng 
legal expenses incurred by a coinplainait, 
or class of complainant;; in a consumer dis¬ 
pute, after its final adjudicatiou, 

(e) for making available grants for any orhci 
purpose recommended by the Central Con¬ 
sumer Protection Council, as ma.v be speci¬ 
fied by Central Government to be necessary 
and expedient for the welfare of consumers. 
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(d) to require any applicant, in case of any de¬ 
fault, or suppression of material informatio.n 
on bis part, to refund in lumi>sum, the sanc¬ 
tioned grant to the Comrairtcc. and to be 
subject to prosecution under the Act; 

fe) to recover any .sum due from any applicant 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
Act; I 

(f) to require ar|v applicant, or class of appli¬ 
cants to submit a periodical report, indicat¬ 
ing proper utilization of tfie grant.
